Success of British Not Won Without Hard Struggle, Says Officia] Re- 
port, as Enemy Resisted Strongly—Losses, However, Have Not 
een Large, Considering Extent of Gains—Germans Make Some 
Gains on French Advanced Positions Near St. Pierre Vaast Wood 


(By Morning Buligtin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, Nov. 15—‘‘During Yhe day we further advanced our 
front north of the Ancre,’’ the bulletin from British general headquar- 
ters issued tonight announces. ‘‘The prisoners taken sinee Monday 
morning have reached a total of 5,678, 

“The troops employed,’’ says the report, ‘‘have shown conspicu- 
ous skill, dash and fortitude. Our success was not won without a hard 
struggle, as the enemy resisted strongly, and as conditions of the 
ground greatly increased the difficulty of attack. Our losses, consid- 
ering the extent of our gains, have not been high. One division ad- 
vanced a mile and took over a thousand prisoners, at the expense of 
450 casualties. 

“South of the Ancrewe established the positions won yesterday 
east of Butte de Warlencourt. The enemy, massing at one point for 
a counter attack, was dispersed by our artillery fire. 

“Yesterday our airplanes did much useful work. Last night they 
made successful bombing attacks on an enemy aerodrome, railway 
lines, stations and rolling stock.’’ 

French Report, 

PARIS, Noy. 15—Strong German forces attacked the French to- 
day north and south of the Somme river, but, according to the bulletin 
issued by the war office tonight, were able to gain only limited ad- 
vantages at the cost of very heavy losses. The Germans gained a foot- 
ing in the French advanced positions in the northern corner and wes.

NINETY VICTIMS 
AUSTRIAN BOM 
AT PADUA, ITALY 


Thirty-two Killed—Victims Non- 
combatants, Mostly Women 
and Children 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

PARIS, Nov. 15.—A despatch to 
the Havas Agency from Padua, Italy, 
says the total number of persons kill- 
ed or wounded by a single bomb drop- 
ped there by an Austrian aviator Sat- 
urday night aggregated ninety, of 
whom 82 were killed. The despatch 
wdds that all the persons were non- 
combatants, and that most of them 
were women and ehildren. 

The Austrian official communica- 
tion on Sunday said that on Saturday 
night Austrian seaplanes attacked Pa- 
dua and dropped heavy bombs, mak- 
ing direct hits on the military head- 
quarters building, the railway station 
and the infantty barracks.

After Remarks By Govern-

LONDON, Noy, 15.—The matter of 
the destruction of British shipping by 
German submarines came up in the 
House of Lords this afternoon, when 
Baron Sydenham invited the govern- 
ment to make a declaration in the 
nature of a “ton for ton” policy in be- 
half of Great Britain and her allies, 
as a reply ‘‘to the monstrous proceed- 
ings” of the German submarines, He 
declared that there was an uneasy 
feeling in the country that the sub- 
marine menace was more serious than 
the authorities were willing to admit. 

Admiral Lord Beresford said that 
Great Britain had arrived at a serious 
crisis, calling for enerjy and foresight. 
it was time, he said, for plain speak- 
ing, because the House of Commons 
and the newspapers had been muzzled 
by the most autocratic government 
since the time of Pharaoh. 

“Had the blockade been properly 
enforced from the first,” he asserted, 
“we should not have been foced by 
this submarine crisis.”

FOOD CONSUMPTION 
IS TO BE LIMITED 


Prices of Various Articles 
Are To Be Con- 
trolled 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, Nov. 16.-—The London 
morning papers devote their leading 
editorials to Mr, Runciman's econ- 
omic statement in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday. ‘They recognize the 
seriousness Of the situation, and con- 
cur in the necessity of the proposed 
measures, Which some of them regret 
were not adopted earlier, 

The Daily Telegraph describes the 
governuient scheme as “a consider- 
able advance towards the’ vigorous 
handling of the food question,” and 
regrets the tardiness of its adoption, 

“The fact is too plain to be oab- 
scured,” says the Telegraph, ‘that the 
government action in general has 
been very far trom keeping abreast of 
the swiftly developing situation, Mea- 
sures urged upon the ministers by re- 
sponsible expert opinion have’ only 
been adopted after long delays, if 
adopted at all. The country has long 
awaited such a pre am, Which will 
be supported as everything directly 
and definitely aiming at the further- 
ance of the supreme purpose has been 
supported,” 


Says Proposals Drastic. 


The Graphic says: “Mr, Runciman's 
speecn does not leave much room for 
that comfortable optimism tn which

of proceeding against wasters and de- 


stroyers of food, 
Pure white flour, from which the 
best qualities are extracted, would 


not be allowed to be milled in the 
future, and steps would be taken for 
the control of imported flour, and 
also for the sale and distribution of 
other articles of food, in order to pre- 
vent cornering. If it became neces- 
sary food tickets would be introduced, 

Instancing milk as one of the arti- 
cles the price of which might be con- 
trolled by calling for contracts, Mr. 
Runciman reminded the house that it 
was only possible to fix the prices of 
articles controlled by the state, and 
that attempts to control other articles 
might prevent their coming into the 
country. The government had been 
driven to ask for these powers against 
its will, but they were only a teme 
porary expedient.

Along the Goose 
Luke railway the surplus of feed has 
drawn many purchasers to Edmonton 
for cattle, while car loads of stock 
have also gone as far west as Hinton, 
on the G.T.P. and well into Saskatche- 
wun on the C.N.R, and G.T.P. systems 
to the east, These cattle being gath- 
ered together from all parts of the dis- 
triet under shelter and with feed and 
Water at the stock yards, afford buy- 
ers plenty of time and opportunity to 
select the number and quality of stock 
desired. 

Bought By Local Buyers. 

Thus far, only three carloads of 
beef cattle have been shipped to the 
American markets, these going to St.

AT PUBLIC MEETING LAST NIGHT 


Thomas Bellamy and R, 8. McKenzie Discuss Some Civic Questions. 
J. McKay Dickson Also Makes Some Charges Against Adminis. 
tration—Question of Check Given Property Owners Association 
by Hydro Electric Co, is Aired.

Although the attendance was jut 
overwhelming, there was a lot of dis- 
cussion last night at the civie block, at 
‘the meeting called by the Citizens Lea- 
{gue of One Hundred, their petition to 
| the mayor stating that it was for the 
purpose of considering financial and 
other municipal matters. 

D. R, Haines was -hosen as chair- 
;man, and the speakers included may- 
oral candidates in th» persons of J. 
McKay Dickson and Thomas Bellamy. 
Another candidate, 1. 8. MeKenazie 
was called upon to mt ke a statement, 
which he did to the satisfaction of his 
hearers, He was followed by J. A. 
Clarke, and another speech was made 


by J. MeKay Dickson. 
Mr. Dickson's /\ddress, 
In his preliminary s'atement, Mr, 


Dickson touched upon what he alleg- 
ed was gross extravagance in the ad- 
ministration of the city, saying, for 
instance, that the public libraries cost 
more than at Ottawa; also the police 
department cost more than double 
that of any similar department in 
Canada, He remarked that they heard 
a lot of talk about the savings that 
had been effected, and compared Ma- 
;monton’s saving of $107,000 against 
| the saving of $800,000 made Sy Cal- 
gary. He alleged that there had been 
graft in former years in the adminis- 
tration of the city, in carrying the 
{utilities to outside subdivisions, in em- 
ploying unecessary help, in the 
school buildings, in the incinerator 
jthat fell down a month after being 
|hoflt in the employment of six com- 
missioners, and in the street paving 
that was now all broken up. He pro- 
tested against any taxation of build- 
ings, and said that no building in Ead- 
monton had ever paid, and the only 
j hope of profit was to find some suck- 
jer to come in and have the property 
transferred to his name. 


Thos. Bellamy’s Address. 
Thomas Bellam a mayoral candi- 
date, who was called upon to speak, 
said that he wanted to impress upon 
the assembled audience the fact that 
he had warned the city of the present 
situation 15 years ago. He hammer- 


at the warning years ago, but it 
was not popular He told the citizens 
at that time that inflation of all con- 


ditions prevailing in the city could not 
be carried on to such an extent with- 
out there being a reckoning time. 
Iiowever, he did not see that anything 
was gained by going over old foolish- 
ness, the task before them was to de- 
vise some means of getting out of the 
hole, There must be some other sys- 
tem of taxation apart from that of 
land vatues, and they had to find it. 
Nothing must be done hastily, and he 
| would advocate that groups represent- 
ing all the interests involved in the 
| city should meet and discuss the situa- 
tion and any proposed new system. 
| Delegates from these groups could af- 
terwards attend and thrash out the 
}question with couneil before anything 
went to the legislature, The main 
thing, however, was to find some pre- 
;sent relief from taxation. ‘To do this 


jhe proposed that they should cease 
into the sinking fund, and 
when the present debentures ran out, 


that new ones should be issued to coy- 
er them And he believed that they 
would be able to obtain legislation to 
jenable them to do this. When he first

R. S. MacKenzie’s Address, 

R. 8. MacKenzie, as a candidate for 
the mayoralty, was invited to speak, 
but said that he had not come there 
with the intention of making an ad- 
dress that evening. 

“Tell us about th: 
asked J, A. Clarke. 

Mr. MacKenzie said that he under- 
stood the reference was to a cheque 
which people were talking about 
round the lamp-posts. It seemed that 
when a person was invited te come 
out into public life everything possible 
was tagged on to him, and in this 
case it was a cheque which was don- 
ated to the Edmonton Property Own- 
ers’ Association by the Edmonton Hy- 
dro-Bleectric Power Company. He had 
been pretary of the association for 
three irs, but not at the time when 
it was ped. It was from its Ine 
ception supported by  subseriptions 
and donations, and this policy had 
been continued throughout. With re- 
gard to the donation in question, it 
was given by the Hdmonton Power 
Co. in November last, it was received 
and deposited in the bank to the eredlt 
of the association, in the general fund 
in the same manner as any other 
donation, There were no “strings” at- 
tached to the receipt of the money 
by the association, or any conditions 
whatever. In August, 1915, a com- 
mittee was appointed to go into the 
matter of all power offers received 
by the city and two months before 
the cheque was received by the as- 
sociation, this committee reported in 
favor of the hydro-electric proposi- 
tion. Was it likely that the 1200 
members of the association were go- 
ing to be bought by this cheque, 

In 1915, Mayor Henry and Ald, 
MeArthur opposed the power com- 
pany; they were endorsed by the Pro- 
perty Owners’ Association; also Alder- 
men Wilson and Bush, who aiso op- 
posed it. Only Aldermen MacDonald 
and Douglas were in favor of it who 
were endo d by the association, 
Did it look if the Property Owners 
were legislating with the object of 
franchise.

PREMIER BORDEN 


The correspondence begins with a 
letter from the premier to the min- 
ister of militia, written at Ottawa 
October 18, enclosing a memorandum 
“embodying the proposals which I 
discussed with you yesterday.” It 
notes that “at the end of the present 
month the number of troops actually 
dispatched to Great Britain will exceed 
two hundred and fifty thousand. More 
than one hundred thousand are in the 
fighting line at present. It is apparent 
we should have a more efficient organ- 
ization in Great Britain. 

“Your recommendation as to an 
overseas militia council are based an 
that view, as I understand. I am not 
criticising your suggestions as to the 
personnel of the proposed overseas 
council, but I am of the opinion that 
the direction of a member of the 
government resident in London is both 
desirable and essential.” 

Sir Robert notes that three hundred 
thousand Canadians dispatched to 
Europe is a far greater force than the 
British regular army at the com- 
mencement o) the war. He adds that 
no still greater effort will be necessary. 
We notes there is more need for ef- 
fective control of expenditures and 
says: “I realize that you have done 
much to assist in cutting down expen- 
ditures.”’ In closing he says:

Complains of 


PREMIER BORDEN 

On October 31 Sir Robert wrote to 
General Hughes as follows: 

“Ll beg to acknowledge your letter of 
last evening, which reached me this 
morning. So far as 1 am aware you 
exercised the same control and direc- 
tion over the forces in Great Britain 
during the first year as subsequently. 
You may recall that you visited Great 
Britain in the autumn of 1914 for that 
purpose, 

“With reference to the consultative 
sub-militia council, which as stated in 
your letter you have formed, may I 
remind you that on the thirty-first of 
July, 1916, I sent you a cable as fol- 
lows: 

“When you have reached conclu- 
sion respecting your proposals for re- 
organization please cable them fully, 
as they should be definitely embodied 
in order in council, and it would be 
desirable to consider them _ before 
they are actually put in operation.’ 

“On the 7th of September, in con- 
sequence of a press dispatch from 
London, I sent you the following mes- 
sage by cable: 

“Extraordinary press report ap- 
peared last evening giving details of 
arrangements which you are said to 
have made with respect to the control 
of our forces in Great Britain. Please 
note my cable of thirty-first July on 
this subject. In my judgment more 
effective and definite arrangements 
must be made for control of overseas 
expenditure and for direction of over- 
seas forces. Such arrangements must 
he put in definite shape and embodied 
in an order in council. It is most un- 
desirable that proposals contemplated 
should be announced in advance of 
consideration by council,’ 

“On the eighth of September I re- 
ceived from you a reply as follows: 

“*Regarding cabled press report, 
positive orders were given from ‘be- 
ginning that not one word was to be 
uttered concerning proposals until 
finally fixed in Canada, Mave inquired 
at war office, Canadian front and gen- 
eral headquarters, all advised me re- 
garding proposals, but all were. sup- 
posed to be secret, Will inquire fully. 
Hope definite suggestions will be ready 
tomorrow.’ 

“To which on-the-same day I-sent 
the following reply: 

“‘Cable received. Greatly surpris- 
ed that’composition of proposed, over- 
seas council is announced in press 
this. morning. Hope you can return 
immediately. Kindly cable date.’ 

“And on the 11th September I re- 
ceived a further cable message from 
you as follows: 

“*Purpose returning about end of 
month; my work here not completed 
before. Know nothing whatever about 
your own composition of proposed 
council, and cannot understand your 
peculiar message. Report on propos- 
ed council mailed you. Question of 
salary or rank never once raised by 


a 
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administration. I thoroughly appre- 
ciate the great ability, the wonderful 
energy, and the unequalled resource- 
fulness which you have placed at the 
service of the country ever since the 
outbreak of war.” 

He asks the minister of militia to 
take the subject into his consideration, 
as it is to be discussed in council ‘“‘to- 
morrow if possible.” 


SIR SAM HUGHES 


jeneral Hughes replied on October 
23, agreeing that “the one object to 
be accomplished is the winning of the 
war,” but regretting that he cannot 
endorse the statement that “it is ap- 
parent we should have a more effi- 
cient organization in Britain,” 

“From the outset I strongly object- 
ed,” writes Sir Sam, “to the fact that 
practically the entire management of 
our forces, our supplies, our equip- 
ment, our transports, etc., has been 
taken completely ont of our hands 
and was controlled by the British 
forces, we, notwithstanding, paying 
the bill.” 

Sir Sam says he called the attention 
of the late Earl Kitchener to these 
matters in October, 1914. General 


I Kkitchener said he understood it was 


the desire of the Canadian government 
that the troops were to be handed over 
to them absolutely as British regulars, 
“To this I objected, and pointed out I 
fully believed that our force, under 
officers of our own selection, should, 
at the front, be under the command 
of the British commander in chief; 
yet the appointment of officers at the 
front and the control of everything in 
connection with the force while in 
Britain, should be entirely with 
Canada,” 


For the first ten months these sug- 
gxestions were practically ignored and 
Canadian stores, supplies and arima- 
ment wefe set aside; the pay depert- 
ments found to be chaotic; the medi- 
eal service modelled on the’ British 
system, 

Of the proposal for a resident min- 
ister in Britain, Gen. Hughes said it 
“would be absurd, There is no more 
necessity for a resident minister in 
Britain than there is for a resident 
minister at our camps in_ British 
Columbia, Calgary, Camp Hughes, 
;Camp Borden, Valcartier, ete.” 


| PREMIER BORDEN 
On October 26 Premier Borden re- 
plied: “The creation of the proposed 


minister (overseas) will iivt in any 
way lessen our control or responsi- 
bility, nor is it designed for any such 
purpose.” He adds: “There is no mo- 
tive for establishing the proposed 
minister except to secure the greatest 
efficiency and the most economical ad- 
ministration that can b attained.’”’ He 
regrets that he cannot concur in the 
views expressed in General Hughes’ 
letter, and must therefore bring the 
matter up for consideration in coun- 
cilin the immediate future. 

Sir Robert stated that the name of 
the minister selected for the overseas 
post would have to be submitted to 
the governor-general, but that he 
could concur with Sir Sam's view that 
“the selection of any other person 
would be a reflection upon the gentle-

On November 1 Sir Sam replied in 


the letter which led to his retirement 
from the ministry, He wrote: 

“Dear Sir Robert: In reply to your 
memorandum of October 31st ultimo, 
permit me in brief to summarize, 

‘Ido recall my visit to Great Britain 
in the autumn of 1914. I did expect 
both under the statutory law of Britain 
and under the law of common cour- 
tesy, that I would have been permit- 
ted to exercise some ‘control and di- 
rection’ over our gallant Canadian 
boys, in the way of organization. ; 

“But there had been some commu- 
nication to the effect ‘that control and 
direction’ of this magnificent force 
should be under the British govern- 
ment direct, The then Mr. George 
Perley, acting high commissioner, 
implied such in the following words: 

“*You do not pretend surely to have 
anything to do with the Canadian sol- 
diers in Britain.’ 

“Further, Sir Robert, I spoke to you 
on my return, and told you the cir- 
cumstances both then and subsequent- 
ly. You yourself knew that last year 
you ‘took occasion to speak to Sir 
George Perley concerning the matter. 
The treatment he accorded me after 
this was the only respectable or cour- 
teous treatment he ever gave me. 
the ‘consultative sub- 
militia council, It has only been ten- 
tatively formed, My way of doing 
things is to obtain results, not neces- 
sarily the creation.of bodies organized 
by order in council.

“Not content with this, however, I 
decided to try the thing out in prac- 
tice, and in an informal way, and be- 
fore embodying anything in order in 
council, would find any weak points 
in the system which might arise, and 
could add any improvements neces- 
sary. 

“Every officer concerned was dis- 
tinctly notified of this, that no ques- 
tion of ‘rank, or pay, or precedence, or 
anything else, other than trial organ- 
ization, Was contemplated. 

“As a result, before I left England 
we had made many improvements,

“Permit me to draw your attention 
to nearly every commission which has 
been formed. They look beautiful on 
paper, but few, if any of them, have 
been anything like perfect in practice, 
The hospitals’ commission, the pen- 
sions board and the national service 
commission all seemed lovely when 
Sent out, but every one concerned 
with them knew of the absurdities 
therein contained, 

“Permit me further to draw your 
attention to the fact that the British 
constitution does not exist on paper; 
no order in council is behind it. 

“Furthermore, had I ventured to 
conduct this force on the basis of 
formal orders in council, the first di- 
vision would not have left Valcartier 
yet, and you know yourself how, by 
technicalities, the second division was 
held up for four months through little 
petty haggling on the question of mo- 
tor trucks, etc., etc, 

“The second line of your memoran- 
dum says: ‘So far as I am aware you 
exercised thé same control and direc- 
tion over the forces in Great Britain 
during the first year as subsequently.’ 

“Sir Robert, nobody knows better 
than you this statement is incorrect. 
This last year, with the full concur- 
rence of the war office, our manage- 
ment and direction have been given 
every consideration, and by their re- 
quest, 

“One other point, and I am through. 
It might be implied from your mem- 
orandum that my failing to secure au- 
thority by order in council for this 
sub-militta council impelled you to 
the course you are now pursuing re- 
garding Sir George Perley. May I be 
permitted to say that both you and I 
know to the contrary, I know early 
in August that Sir George Perley had 
planned something along these lines. 
You have, also, admitted that as early 
as the first week of September you had 
this matter under consideration, I 
understand that it was under consid- 
eration by you and Perley earlier, You 
incidentally remarked yesterday that 
you had not consulted any of your 
colleagues, Of course when I drew 
your attention to the statement, you 
corrected yourself.

letter from Sir Robert to Sir Sam, in 
which the resignation of the minister 
Was asked for, 


“Dear General Hughes: During 
your absence I have given very care- 
ful consideration to your letter of the 
first instant, and IT must express my 
deep regret that you saw fit to address 
to me, as head of the government, a 
communication of that nature. As you 
are to return tomorrow, it is my duty 
at once to announce to you my con- 
clusion, 


“Under conditions which at times 
were very trying, and which gave me 
great concern, I have done my utmost 
to support you in the administration 
of your department. This has been 
very difficult by reason of your strong 
tendency to assume powers which you 
do not possess, and which can only be 
exercised by the governor in council. 
My time and energies although ur- 
gently needed for much more import- 
ant duties, have been very frequently 


employed in removing difficulties thus 
unnecessarily created, You seem actu- 
ated by a desire and even an intention 
to administer your department as if 
it were a distinct and separate govern- 
ment in itself. On many occasions, but 
without much result, I have cau- 
tioned you against this course, which 
has frequently led to well-founded 
protest from your colleagues, as well 
as a detriment to the public interest. 

“I do not intend to dwell upon the 
instances, some of which are still un- 
der consideration, in which you have 
acted without authority or consulta- 
tion in matters more or less import- 
ant. Of these, the latest is the estab- 
lishment of a military sub-council in 
Great Britain, including the _ ap- 
pointment of its personnel. I conveyed 
to you on he 31st July, a clear intima- 
tion that upon so important a propos- 
al, involving considerations ‘of the 
gravest moment, the cabinet must be 
consulted before action was taken, All 
the members of the government have 


full and direct responsibility in re- 
spect of the very important 
which the proposed council would ad- 
vise upon and direct. The intimation 
which was given to you in my tele- 
gram of July 3ist should not have 
been necessary. As soon as it aws re- 
celyed, you proceeded to disregard it. 
Some portions of your letter are ex- 
pressive of the attitude which 1 have 
described, and to which you evidently 
intend to adhere. Such an attitude Is 
wholly inconsistent with and subver- 
sive of the principle of joint responsi- 
bility upon which constitutional gov- 
ernment is based. 

“But more than that, your Jetter is 
couched in such terms that I cannot 
overlook or excuse it. I take strong 
exception not only to statements which 
it contains, but to its general charac- 
ter and tone. You must surely realize 
that I cannot retain in the government 
a colleague who has addressed to mé 
such a communication. I regret that 
you have imposed upon me the dis- 
agreeable duty of requesting your re- 
signation as minister of militia and 
defense.

I have closed 
my eyes to the petty intrigues and am- 
bitions about me. It is my intention 
still to devote my energies for the in- 
terests of those who have done so 
much to maintain the cause of human 
liberty. 

“It is not necessary to analyse in de- 
tail all disappointing matters in my 
association with you You state in 
the second paragraph of your letter 
of November 9th: ‘I have done my 
utmost to support you in the adminis- 
tration of your department.’ 

“This is pleasing news to me, but ] 
learn it now for the first time. 

“Your statement that I had a 
‘strong tendency to assume powers 
which you do not possess and which 
can only oe exercised by the governor 
in council,’ is, also news to me. True, 
from the opening of Valcartier camp 
such things were done with your full 
knowledge and authority. Upon my 
representation to you that the forma- 
tion of the force would be seriously 
delayed were every petty detail to be 
brought before privy council, you ac- 
quiesced in my recommendation that 
we should proceed without orders in 
council in matters of urgency, and 
that they should be passed afterwards 
This was done, and has never «been 
deviated from. War cannot be suc- 
cessfully waged on the. tactics of a 
law suit. 

“Your statement that ‘my time ana 
energies, although urgently needed for 
much more important duties, have 
been very frequently employed in re 
moving difficulties thus unnecessarily 
created,’ is, also, news to me, Why 
was I not informed of it? If you mean 
your time was given up to listening to 
the complaints of disappointed or 
overstrung people—I can understand 
it. In war time, in all countries, criti- 
cisms of all measures nbound, In the 
eyes of some, everything done _ is 
wrong. I, tod, had more than my fair 
share of uninformed criticism even 
from well meaning friends, 

“Your statement, further, that ‘you 
seemed actuated by a desire and even 
arintention to administer your de- 
partment as if it were a distinct and 
separate government in itself,’ is, also, 
news to me, It is true that I did not 
always attend council to see my re- 
commendations through, I was en- 
gaged in other work, but if you will 
permit me to make a comparison 1 
have yet to learn where once the fin- 
ance minister of Canada brought be- 
fore council any proposed loan for the 
Dominion of Canada, or any single 
important act concerning the admin- 
istration of that department. The 
same observations apply to the minis- 
ter of trade and commerce. 

Four Months’ Haggling. 

“Moreover, it is difficult for me to 
recall where you have actively sup- 
ported me in the passage of any or- 
der in council concerning the upbuild- 
ing of the militia when opposed by 
two members of the cabinet usually 
antagonistic to anything proposed by 
me.

To the Bulletin; At any peace con- 


vention did the United States,guaran- 
tee the neutrality of Belgium? 
READER, 

The United States, at The Hague 
Cen’erence of 1907, did not guarantees 
theneutrality of Belgium. She joined 
with Great Britain. and all the Euro- 
pean nations, except Italy, Greece, 
‘Lurkey, and the Balkan Statics, in de- 
clearing that “the territory of neutral 
1Oowers is inviolable. Belligarents are 
forbidden to move troops or convoys 
of either munitions of war or supplies 
ross the territory of a neutral pow- 
or.’ The United States (Mr. Roose- 
veit was then president) nuilified tts 
obligations by the reservation that 
“nothing contained in this convent 
shall be so construed as to cequire 
United States to depart from its tra- 
citlonal policy of not intruding upon, 
iiterfering with, or entangling itself 
in the political questions or policy cr 
infernal administration of any foreign 
State.” Tt Is not because Great Britain 
figned the articles of The Hague Con- 
vention that Belgium invited her help, 
Lut because Great Britain was a partly 
th France, Prussia, Austria, and 
sla to the treaty of 1839, whica 
ared that “Belgium shall form an 
independent and perpetually neutral 
State. It shall be bound to obser 
such neutrality towards «all other 
States.”

Asbestos is a term applied to finely 
fibrous minerals ,and including varte- 
ties of amphibole, usually tremolite or 
actinolite, and the variety of serpen- 
tine known as chrysotile.It occurs in 
coelicate fibers, usually wahotlte gray, 
treenish or blue, which can be separ- 
ated like wood. The _ fibers, in the 
case of amphibole asbestos, are com- 
paratively long, and when separated 
resemble flax, while those of chryso- 
tile are seldom more than two anl 
cne-half inches long and are of finn, 
silky luster. Though rather brittle, it 
las been spun and woven into clotn, 
which was used by the Romans to en- 
velop human bodies on the funerel 
vyre, and served to retain their ashes, 
From, this property its name is de- 
rived... It is both uninflammable and 
a poor conductor to heat, owing to the 
large amount of: air inclosed hetweon 
thé fibers, and is employed in the 
manufacture of pipes, lampwicks nit 
cardboard, Chemists.use it- fe" iMrerins 
fulds which attack ordinary filter 9.- 
rer, or, in place of platinum wire, for 
name tests.

The Duc De Lorge. 
The Due de Lorge, who was recent- 
reported to have been seriously 
wounded, is a youth of about twenty- 
three ,and the male head of one of 
the greatest of the old French ducal 
families. The present Duc de Lorge 
until recently known as Count Rebert 
de Dufort de Ciyrac, entered the 
French army at the outbreak of the 
war as a private, but by his gallantry 
s00on became a non-commissioned of- 
ficer. His elder brother, Guy, Duc 
de Lorge, was a lieutenant in a Dra 
goon regiment, and Was killed in aa- 
tion, the ancient title thus passing to 
Robert. One of the ancestors of the 
present Duc de Lorge was the Seign-

In the seventeenth 
century the dukedom of Lorge was 
created, the first to hold it being a 
famous Field Marshal, and a nephew 
of a greater warrior, Vicomte de Tur-

enne. Another ancestor of the Due 
de Lorge was that Count de Mont- 
gommerie, who accidentally killed 


King Henry Il. of France in a tourna- 
ment, To celebrate the peace of 
Cambresis in 1559 King Henry held 
a great state tournament, and in this 
affair he received his death wound 
from Count de Montgommerie, who 
was a captain of the King’s Scottish 
guards.

He distinctly reports that the com- 
pany denied that explosives were left 
unprotected, This is absolutely false, 
as the company’s lawyer acknow- 
ledged they were unprotected and at- 
tributed careless negligence on the 
part of the employes. As a matter 
of fact, twenty-four torpedoes were 
taken out of the supplies’ car and 
deliberately placed upoh the ground 
and upon the crossing, which for over 
three years has been used and ac- 
knowledged as the only public road; 
for until June of this year there we 
no other possible road except the one 
taken by the hoy? 

It was not contended that the boy 
was trespassing, for in the event of 
this being proven, no damages would 
have been awarded by the judge, and 
in the absence of any witnesses for 
the company the question of whether 
or not the torpedoes were unprotect- 
ed, or whether or not the boy was 
irespussing, answers itself, and this 
being so ,the reporter was also wrong 
in stating there was any negligence 
on the part of the father in sending 
the boy to the post office by way of 
the crossing.
